SEATTLE, Wash., June 11.—Fire that 


broke out on the northern water front 


during a hurricane last night was car- 
ried by the wind to a district covered 
by wooden buildings and in a short time 
loss of 


$1,000,000 and driving 500 people home- 


, less into the storm. 


The fire, starting at Railroad avenue 
and Battery streets, destroyed all the 
bulldings on six city blocks and picked 
out a wooden house here and there in 
the surrounding district not entirely 
fire-swept. When the flames were at 
their height, burning brands set fire to 
houses several blocks from the main 
fire. 

Alarming reports of loss of life were 
circulated among the crowds outside 
it being considered im- 
possible that all of the occupants of 
the wooden lodging houses that burhed 
like paper could have escaped. So far 
as can be learned, however, there Were 
no fatalities. 

Just as the firemen had begun to de- 
spair of saving a large and populous 
area east of Second avenue the wind 
suddenly abated and a brisk rain be- 
gan to fall, materially aiding the fire 
fighters by quenching coals blown to 
roofs of houses. The tangle of live 
electric wires in the streets was a great 
bindrance to the firemen. On certain 


: planked StréeTy wet howrds became elec- 


trified from broken wires and shocked 
péveral persons walking over then. 

So far as known, only three persons 
wore seriously hurt, although many fire- 
meu were slightly~ injured. 

Ellis Worth Auger, a fireman, was 
live wire and was ren- 
dered unconscious. 

Myrono, another fireman, was serious- 
ly burned about the eyes, and it is 
feared that he will lose the sight of 
one eye. Fred Risley, a patrolman, was 
severely injured about the spine when 
he fell through a floor in the Wagllfirst 
hotel while searching for bodies. Sixty 
horses were burned in a stable on Rail- 
road avenue. 

The district had long been considered 
a dangerous risk, and insurance rates 
were so high that most of the light 
wooden buildings carried little or no 
insurance, . 

The district entirely destroyed 
bounded on the west by Railroad ave- 
nue, on the east by Second avenue, on 


is 


. the south by Battery street and on the 


north by Vine-_- street. 

On the east side of Third avenue, an 
open place gave the firemen a chance 
to make a determined stand, and they 
succeeded in stopping the flames. A 
rain which began shortly after the fire 
started developed irito a heavy shower 
shortly after midniixglt. At the same 
time, the wind died out. 

The largest buildings burned were the 
Galbraith-Bacon warehouses, which cov- 
ered the entire block bounded by Rail- 
roaa and Elliott avenues and Battery 
and Wall streets. They were erected 
last year at a cost of $200,000. Another 
large building destroyed was that of 
the Puget Sound sheet metal works, 
just across Wall street from the Gal- 
braith warehouse. 

On the west side of First avenue, 
between Bell and Wall streets, a 


storage warehouse filled with rub- 


ber insulated cables and electrical 
material made so hot a blaze that 
it was impossible to get near it. 
The Glenarchy apartments, a 
recéntly 
completed, and the Wallifirst Hotel, 
between Western avenue and First 
avenue, on. Wall street, were also 


’ burned. The hotel was a concrete 
’ building, and after the fire had swept 


through it, dynamite was used 
raze the tottering walls. 

Most of the buildings were one. 
two and three-story frame etruc- 
tures, used as saloons, dwellings and 
lodging houses. Many residents 
rushed out in their night clothes, 
not having time to dress before being 
competied to vacate by the rush ox 
the flames. 

All the private dweilings in the neigh- 
borhood outside the danger zone were 
opened to the refugees, but some families

Options on practically all the land 
that will be required for the princi- 
pal eastern. approacn of the -Free 
Bridge, from a point 2400 feet east 
of the river to the Terminal] Belt 
Line, have been obtained by City 
Counselor Lambert E. Walther and 
Special Counsel Maurice V. Joyce of 
East St. Louis. 

Altogether about 15 acres, at an 
average of about $10,000 apiece, have 
been covered by these agreements. 
The strip which. the city needs for 
the main approach is about 11,000 feet 
long. It extends to “neutral” terri- 
tory along the “E” line originally ad- 
vocated by President Reber of the 
Board of Public Improvements and 
some members of the United Free 
Pridge Committee. 

Reber Is Insistent. 

This move on the part of the Law 
Department to purchase the necessary 
right-of-way for the approach 
comes, it is believed at the City Hall, 
as a result of the iugistence of Presi- 
dent Reber. For several months he 
has declared that the railroag ap- 
proach ought to be located and its 
site acquired without any further de- 
lay. He called the attention of the 
Municipal Assembly to this need, but 
received little co-operation from that 
source. 

Ali the while Mayor Kreismann was 
outspoken against an attempt to buy 
or condemn any land for a railroad ap- 
proach on the East Side. He contended

Dr. Elmer Byrne, a Granite City 
dentist, charges, in a suit to divorce 
Mrs. Adda Barnett Byrne, that she 
poisoned his coffee. They were mar- 
ried 10 months ago. 

Dr. Byrne's petition, filed Friday af- 
ternoon, recites that during May he 
received letters purporting to have 
been written by his first wife, whom 
he divorced, and reflecting on his 
character. He suspected that his sec- 
ond wife wrote them, and accused 
her; and she cdmitted authorship of 
the letters, excusing herself on the 
ground that she was jealous of his 
children by the former marriage. 

It was May 23 that Mrs. Byrne 
made this admission, Dr. Byrne says, 
and May 24 his coffee tasted bitter, 
so that he would not drink it and he 
took it to a chemist for analysis, ac- 
cording to the petition. The petition 
does not say what poison was found, 
and Dr. Byrne refused to specify it 
Saturday. 

After this discovery, Dr. Byrne told 
his wife to leave the hoube, he says 
and she went to her parents in De- 
catur, Ind, 

Prior to her marriage, Miss Adda Bar- 
nett taught séven years in the public 
school at Venice, and she figured in the 
effort made by Clyde W. Evans, a rich 
cattleman of Oklahoma City, to kidnap 
Pearl, his 6-year-old child, from the 
school. 

Evans’ divorced first wife was living 
in Venice with their three children when 
he arrived there with his second wife, 
a bride of six months. He dreve to the

REGEIVERSHIPS 10 
DELAY MERGER UF 
INSURANCE FIRMS 


Continental and Internation- 
al Planned to Consolidate 
~ With National Life. 








Motions were filed Saturday in Judge 
Withrow’s and Judge McQuillin’s di- 
visions of the Circuit Court by Judge 
Selden P. Spencer in behalf of the Con- 
tinental Fire Assurance Co. of America 
and the Intgrnational Fire Assurance 
Co., asking that the receivers appointed 
Friday afternoon for the two companies, 
Judge Matt G. Reynolds and G. Lacy 
Crawford, be dismissed and that there 
be an immediate hearing on the appli- 
cation for the receiverships. 

Judge Reynolds is out of town and 
has not filed his bond. Crawford has 
filed a bond of $60,000 and John S. Leahy, 
attorney for the petitioners, says he will 
at once take charge of the Internation- 
al company. 

The reasons given by Judge Spencer 
in his motion are that the companies 
are solvent; that the applications were 
made without notice to the defendants; 
‘that the plaintiffs, with the exception of 
Thomas Miller, participated in a meet- 
ing June 9, at which the condition of 
the company was reviewed and ap- 
proved. that some of the plaintiffs are 
in default in not having fully paid for 
their stock; that the judges erred in ap- 
pointing receivers; that the. plaintiffs 
represent (only 8 per cent of the sub- 
scribers for stock in the companies, and 
that the judges were led into error in 
appointing the receivers without notice 
having been given to the companies, 
working damage to the companies by 
publicity. 

The receivership proceedings were filed 
in behalf of Walter J. Miller of Lamar, 
Mo., president of the two companies; 
Dr. Thomas F. Miller, medical director 
of the Life company; C. H. Jones, cash- 
ler of the Linn County Bank, Brookfield, 
Mo.; C. G. Lang of Kahoka. Mo.; Jo- 
seph F. Fenwick of Perryville, Mo., and 
Cc. C. Evans of Sedalia, Mo. All are 
stockholders in the two companies. 

Charges Against Gardner. 
The defendants are Harry B. Gardner, 
president of the new company; William 
H. Thompson, treasurer of the twin or- 
ganizations, and Grant Gillespie, counsel 
for both companies. 
The Aissatisfied stockholders allege in 
their petitions for receivers that Gard- 
ner, who controle the funds of the co.n- 
panies, violated his agreement t> deposit 
the money in St. Louis banks by de- 
positing $400,40 of the companies’ funds 
in banks in Alabama. The further al- 
Jegation is made that Gardner appropri- 
ated $53,000 to his own use. 

Comapiracy Is Charged. 
The six stockholders also allege that 
Gardner, Gillespie, and Thompson have 
entered into a conspiracy to keep con- 
trel of the company’s assets, and that 
the offices of the company in the Syn- 
dicate Trust building are unnecessarily 
luxurious and expensive. 
Judges Withrow and McQuillin ap- 
pointed the temporary receivers asked 
for and issued injunctions restraining 
the defendants from disposing of the 
company funds under their control. A 
hearing on the injunction issued by 
Judge Withrow will be had June 21. 
In an interview with a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Gardner said that it is true 
that he deposited $400,000 of the com- 
panies’ funds in Alabama banks, and 
that the reason was that the stock was 
scld in that state. Regarding the ap- 
propriation of $53,000 to his own use, 
Gardner said that the companies owed 
him $157,000, of which $101,000 is in notes 
not yet due, and the balance in cash. 

Wants Suit Threshed Ont. 
General Manager Baird Palette of the 
St. Louis National Life Insurance Co. 
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ter be threshed out in regular form. 
Gardner became president of the St, 
Louts National Life on June 10. 
“This whole mix-up is nothing but a 
family row and will be straightened out 
in due time,’’ Palette said. | ‘‘It is a re- 
sult of jealousy. When Gardner and 
his associates bought the control] of the 
St. Louis National Life, it became ap- 
parent that this company was to take 
over the Continental Life Assurance Co. 
As a result, some in the Continental 
Assurance Ce. became dissatisfied and 
instituted the receivership suits.’’ 
Harry B. Gardner, through his attor- 
ney, Judge Selden P. Spéncer, made a 
formal statement in relation to the suit 
Saturday, in which he says that Presi- 
dent Walter J. Miller attempted to bor- 
row from the company and was re- 
fused. 
“All this proceeding,’’ the statement 
continues, “‘was the attempt of Miller 
to obtain control of the companies. Be- 
cause the treasurer and general counsel 
cordially co-operated with me in the at- 
tempt to safeguard the money of the 
company, they have been joined with 
me as defendants to the suit.”’ . 
Gardner asserts that the only large 
salaries paid by the companies are $500 
a month to the president and $250 a 
month to his son, as medical director. 
Gardner says that although entitled to 
$500 a month salary he has steadfastly 
refused to draw a cent of it, taking only 
his commissiens on the sale of stock, 
which he was entitled to as fiscal agent.

Meantime, Mayor Kreismann urged, 
the bridge should be completed for ve- 
hicular traffic, although both he and 
members of the Assembly conceded that 
its chief purpose was to give railroads 
a free entrance to the city. 
Delegates Turn Down Bill. 

When members of the United Free 
Bridge Committee introduced in the 
House of Delegates and the Council 
bills for the acquisition of land for the 
east railroad approach the measures 
were not even permitted to go to a vote. 
At the same time the Assembly, with 
the concurrence of Mayor Kreismann 
and against the opposition of the ‘ad- 
vocates of the Free Bridge, passed a 
bill that attempted to commit the city 
to use all its funds in the construction 
of a wagon approach, and leave noth- 
ing for the site or building of the rail- 
road approaches. 

Taking the cue from President Reber, 
some councilmen who have heretofore 
shared the Mayor’s hostility to an im- 
mediate purchase or condemnation of 
land on the East Side, are now declar- 
ing that a site must be obtained at 
once. They are ready also to vote 
against Mayor Kreismann’s bill author- 
izing the submission next November of 
an additional bond issue. 

Against Bond Issuc Now. 

Councilman _ Schneiderhahn told a 
Post-Dispatch’ reporter Saturday that 
such a proposition would be “‘absurd.”’ 

“We can’t ask the people to give us 
more money when we can’t tell how 
much we need,” said Mr. Schneider- 
hahn. “The only way to determine 
what amount we shall require to build 
the railroad approaches is to buy the 
land. The difference between what we 
have left and what the approaches will 
cost is the sum we'll have to get 
through another bond issue. 

“Negotiations that are now in prog- 
ress give us the hope that we won't 
have to issue many more bonds. For 
that reason I am opposed to the bill 
now in the House of Delegates and I 
know there are enough councilmen of 
my opinion to kill it.” 

Councilman Schneiderhahn is one of 
those who have been suddenly convert- 
ed to the belief that all the money now 
on hand ought to be used before the 
people are asked to give the city ad- 
ministration $2,500,000 more. He former- 
ly held that the railroads and not the 
city should bufld the approaches. 

Apparently, no converts were made in 
the House of Delegates, and at Friday 
night’s meeting the bill fixing Nov. 11 
as the day of a special election to ac- 
cept or reject the Mayor’s proposal for 
additional bonds was adopted by a 
unanimous vote.

NEW YORK, June 11.—Mrs. Castle 
was the woman who shot William B. 
Craig, a lawyer of No. 211 West Ninety- 
fourth street, in ‘‘Peacock Alley,’’ at the 
Waldorf Astoria, Aug. 3. After the grand 
jury failed to indict her, she left New 
York in September, but returned April 
10 and went to the Hotel Woodward. 

There, she said, sne had married Por- 
ter Charlton, the son of Judge Paul 


Charlton, of the Bureau of Insular Af- 
fairs. The ceremony, she asserted, took 
place in Philadelphia, March 12. Charl- 
ton was seen at the hotel and he de- 
clared that his wife was not: Mrs. 
Neville H. Castle nor Mary Crittenden 
Scott Castle. 

“Tl married Miss Mary Scott, of Coun- 
cil Bluffs, Io.,’’ he said. “My wife nev- 
er knew Mrs. Mary Scott Castle.’’ 
Mrs. Castle then said she was going 
abroad, to be gone three months. She 
was the daughter of the late H. H. 
Scott, and her brother, Lieut. Harry 
Scott, now of the coast artillery, mar- 
ried a daughter of the late Admiral 
William T. Sampson. She also was a 
niece of Mrs.’Monroe Salisbury, a lead- 
er of society on the Pacific Coast. As 
Mary Scott, she was one of the best 
known society girls in California. 

She Went on the Stage. 
In 1907 she married Neville H. Castle, 
who was graduated from Yale in 1884. 
He had practiced law in this city and 
then gone to San Francisco. There he 
lost his fortune and went to the Klon- 
dike. His wife went on the stage. 

Resuming her maiden name of Mary 
Scott, she gave society a shock when 
she joined a company at the California 
Theater in San Francisco on Jan. 9, 
1900. But the coast ‘400’’ recovered and 
turned out to see her. Soon after she 
came to this city and appeared at Proc- 
tor’s in a vaudeville sketch called ‘In 
Washington’s Time.”’ 

While playing here in March, 1901, she 
mysteriously disappeared, and _. her 
friends sent out a general alarm for 
her. They feared she had committed 
suicide. She finally returned and little 
was heard of her until the shooting of 
Craig at the Waldorf. Then it became 
known ‘that she had been living in a 
handsome‘ apartment at the Colenial 
Studio, 39 West Sixty-seventh street. 

After she shot at Craig, who wrenched 
the revolver from her hand as she 
turned it toward her own heart, she 
declared Mrs. Craig had asked her to 
watch over the lawyer, and while do- 
ing so she learned to care for him her- 
self. 

She said she never meant to kill him, 
but when she met him in the hotel and 
asked him to apologize for things he 
had said about her he replied that “he 
wished she and he were dead.”” Then she 
pulled the pistol. Craig was saved from 
injury by a fountain pen which turned 
away the bullet. 

When she was arraigned in New 
York for the shooting, Mrs. Castle 
testified that Craig came to her 
apartments night after night and told 
her that she was making a man of 
him. She denied, however, that there 
was any impropriety between herself 
and  raig. 

Monday night before the shooting in 
“Peacock Alley,” she _ testified, he 
came to her apartments and when 
she repulsed him, he used strong lan- 
guage that would have provoked one 
man to kill another. 

Craig at first showed a disposition to 
press the charge of felonious assault 
made against her, but later reconsidered. 
He finally declared he believed she was 
not mentally responsible, and said he 
was willing that she be given her Hb- 
erty if placed in the custody of a re- 
sponsible person. 

Her brother, Lieut. Scott, came here to 
look after her interests, and the grand 
jury refused to indict her after Craig 
had been befere them.

“My son is about 20 years old, and 
for some time had been suffering from 
tuberculosis.

Dr. Ralph Thompson Says 
That Is the Only Way to 
Test Applicants for 
Positions. 








The best way to determine whether 
a surgeon can amputate a leg is not 
ty describing the operation in writing 
but by cutting one off, according to 
Dr. Ralph Thompson of the Hospital 
Commission. That's the test he would 
apply to applicants for berths on the 
new medical and surgical] staff of the 
City Hospital. - 

The commission is now in a tangle as 
to the best method of selecting the vis- 
iting staff. Dr. Thompson, Dr. J. B 
Shapleigh and B. F. Gray Jr., hold 
that the physicians and surgeons who 
are to constitute the staff should be 
chosen because of their actual achieve- 
ments in practice. Mayor Kreismann, 
Emil Tolkacz, C. L. Swarts and Dr. W. 
John Harris contend that all appli- 
eants for places on the staff should 
submit to an examination and an in- 
vestigation into their morals. 

Decide on Examination. 

Dr. Thompson declared at Friday’s 
meeting of the commission that the best 
physicians and surgeons in St. Louis 
would not submit themselves to an ex- 
amination, and that in consequence the 
visiting staff, if selected in that way, 
would not represent the highest medical 
and surgical skill. 

Over the objections of Dr. Thompson, 
Dr. Shapleigh and Mr. Gray, the other 
members voted to conduct examina- 
tions, but in the meantime to name &@ 
staff of 36 surgeons and physicians 
who are to serve until the final selec- 
tlons are made. Of the temporary staff, 
12 are from the St. Louis University, as 
many are from Washington University 
and the remainder from other colleges.

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CONVICTED SUGAR 
EMPLOYE, DYING, 
S GIVEN RESPITE 


Sentence of Jean Voelker Is 
Suspended—Two Others 
Convicted. 








By Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, June 1l.—Hint of further 


prosecutions in connection with the 


sugar underweighing frauds was given 
today by Special Prosecutor Henry L. 
Stimson, when the two men convicted 
last night of conspiracy to defraud the 
Government by means of underweights 
were brought up for sentence, together 


with three former employes of the 
American Sugar Refining Co., who had 
pleaded guilty during the trial just 
ended. 

Preceding this a respite was won by 
the two leading figures in the sugar 
conspiracy, Charles O. Heike, secretary

5. Sugar Fax Williamsburg refinery. 

Judge Martin suspended sentence un- 
til Aug. 30, pending an appeal which 
counsel for the defendants will file. Bail 
was fixed at $25,000 each, the present 
bail of $5000 for Heike and $10,000 for 
Gerbracht being continued until next 
Wednesday. 

James F. Bendernag, the third man 
whose case went before the jury, but 
regarding whose guilt or innocence 
the jury disagreed, as did a jury at 
a previous trial on the same charge, 
was paroled on his own recogniz- 
ance. It is considered doubtful if 
his case is further prosecuted. 

James F. Halligan, the checker, 
and Harry W. Walker, the assistant 
dock superintendent, who pleaded 
guilty during the recent trial, were 
sentenced to three months each on 
Blackwell's Island. 

John Voelker is dying and his sen- 
tence was suspended. 

Adding to their attorney’s plea for 
clemency for Halligan, Voelker and 
Walker, Prosecutor Stimson made 
the announcement that since the men 
had pleaded guilty they had made a 
full and frank confession ang that 
the Government was now acting on 
the information which had been re- 
ceived from the men. This appeared 
to foreshadow further prosecutions 
and caused something of a sénsation, 
it having been widely assumed that 
original proceedings growing out of 
the extensive underweighing frauds 
had come to an end with the convic- 
tion of Heike, the man “higher up,” 
and his former subordinate, Ger- 
bracht.

POSTOFFICE PROGRESS. 

The postal savings bank bill is not satisfactory 
in every aspect. It leaves something to be de- 
sired, but, considering it as a break in the walls 
of conservatism, it is a promising measure. 
Whatever the early limitations on the scheme in 
its experimental stages of its ultimate success 
there is no doubt, nor is there doubt that it will 
grow out of itself to great proportions. 

With this system of banking as a future cer- 
tainty, the parcels post seems to come out of the 
distance and lose shapelessness. The two are 
kindred developments of the postoffice service. 
Both are in successful operation the civilized 
world over. In this country both have the earn- 
est indorsement of thinking people who stand for 
progress; both have the opposition of private 
corporations with whose monopolized and spe- 
cialized interests it is assumed they will inter- 
fere, 

The arguments in favor of the parcels saat not 
only as a desirable but as a necessary develop- 
ment of.the postal service, are really more co- 
gent and pressing than those in favor of postal 
banks, which are destined to earlier realization. 
In relation to postal banks there is nothing so 
plainly ludicrous as that a package can be sent 
by mail from St. Louis to London or Berlin more 
cheaply than to East St. Louis. More ludicrous 
still is it that the Postoffice Department should 
advertise its facilities for doing such a thing. 

A striking argument for the parcels post has 
just been offered by United States Consul Letcher 
at Acapulco, Mexico. Shoes from St. Louis are 
delivered there by mail for 3.74 cents less per 
pair than by freight. While the points of ad- 
vantage the parcels post offers have been wéll 
defined and widely discussed, the possibility of 
their influence on freight rates is new. Operat- 
ing a certainly remunerative freight system of its 
own would place the Government in possession 
of information which would prove of high value 
in the new work of regulating rates.

“When the car appears Weak, in- 
spectors of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission are asked to examine it and 
report upon its condition. If they re- 
port it unsafe the company is notified 
to withdraw it without delay.” 

Clerks in St. Louis say they do not 
know of any case in which an in- 
spector has examined a car on his own 
initiative. 

Of the 56097 cars which are used to 
carry the mails, only 26 last year 
were of the all-steel variety. The 
others were the old wooden type. 
The mumber of stee] cars has been in- 
creased during the year. 

Wooden cars, say the clerks, are 
the main reason why 80 many of their 
number lose their lives. They are 
hauled directly behind the engine, 
and when there a wreck are generally 
crushed into spinters. 

Stewart says that “the old cars 
are being retired as fast as physical 
condition requires.” At their last 
convention the clerks demanded that 
the cars be equipped with electric 
lights to save them from the fire 
which usually results from the gas 
when the tank is torn loose from the 
car in a wreck. 

30 Clerks Killed This Year. 

Many of the railroads are now build- 
ing additional steel cars to carry the 
mails. During the year the Southern 
Pacific undertook to build 19 60-foot all- 
steel cars; the Burlington ordered 17 
cars with steel underframes; the New 
York Central, 13 60-foot steel-frame cars; 
the Pennsylvania, 18 70-foot steel cars 
and li 60-foot storage cars, and the Chi- 
cago & Northwestern, 20 steel cars. 

There have been more than thirty 

railway mail clerks killed already this 
year. Last year the casualty record 
was: 15 killed, 98 seriously hurt and 48 
injured. 
. Stewart refers hopefully to the fact 
that “clerks slightly injured are seldom 
absent fram duty a great while. Some 
* do not find it necessary to be absent 
at all.” 

The Postoffice Department, however, 
is satisfied with the way things are 
going. Stewart sums up the situation 
as follows: 

“With the usual careful attention to 
improvement in car equipment and the 
_ activity in. car construction, and renew- 
als upon_the part of the companies, the 
equipment is being kept in good con- 
dition.”

He’s: Entitled to Larger 
Share of Picture Profits.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 1) 
ACK JOHNSON, who was piaying & 
J rather tame and spear-carrying 
part in the preliminaries to the 
sfeat battle between himself and James 
J. Jeffries for the heavyweight cham- 
pionship of the world, has suddenly 
sounded right into the middle of the 
potlight, and {s now the real news 
enter of the fight-crazy community. 

The situation here for several days had 
een just dragging along. There was 
very little of interest going on at Jef- 
‘ries’ training camp at Rowardennan or 
at Johnson’s headquarters, the Seal 
Rocks, when suddenly there loomed up 
a brand-new complication to add to the 
maze of difficulties that have already 
marked the proceedings leading to the 
struggle of July 4. 

This was a new stand taken by John- 
son as to his ‘‘cut” on the dividend of 
the moving picture profits. His reason- 
ing took the form that he, being cham- 
pion and possessing the heavyweight ti- 
tle, should receive a larger proportion 
of picture profits than the former cham- 
pion who was to combat with him for 
the recovery of the coveted honor. Up 


that way the moving picture part of the 
proceeding was thought to have been 
definitely settled. The proposition made 
by the original bidder for the sole rights 
of making and displaying was believed 
to have been acceptable to all three par- 
ties to the cantract, viz, Jeffries, John- 
son and the firm of Rickard & Gleason. 

Now the joker in this situation is that 
it puts Jeffries with one vote and Joha- 
son with one vote in a corporation con- 
trolling’ the pictures, and makes the 
promoters merely entitled to a share of 
the profits without a vote in the cor- 
poration. This, of course, brings on a 
deadlock, Johnson insisting on one thing, 
Jeffries on another, which throws the 
whole moving picture situation about in 
the air. 

How interesting this is at the present 
moment may be imagined from the fact 
that bids reaching from $100,000 to $250.000 
for the entire privilege of the pictures 
are being received frem several sources, 
cne bid being from the Meving Picture 
Trust, another from the Independents, 


eof whom is J. Austin Fines of New 


York. ' 


Small wonder Johnson's attitude is 
aggressive in the matter of receiving 
more than he expected from what is a 
mere gamble en the part of these who 
are competing for the possession of the 
coveted films. 

Little Has Slim Chance. 

As if this were not enough for one 
day, Johnson's most recent manager, 
George Little, has taken steps to tie up 
the purse and forfeits until he gets what 
he claims is due him from the big black. 
I saw Idttle. He has fire in his eye 
and murder tn his heart, and when he 
speaks of Johnson he grips the first 
thing near his hand. He said: , 

*“T have a castiron contract with John- 
son drawn up in Chicago under the laws 
of that State in which it provides that

The average annual income of the la- 
boring family in St. Louis is $874.42, to 
which the father contributes $576, the 


mother $24, the children $159, and the 
balance comes from rent and other 
sources. This is shown by the Sage 
Foundation report, just completed, after 
nearly two years’ work, under the aus- 
pices of the St. Louis School of Social 
ILcovuomy, a branch cf Washington Uni- 
versity. 

The laboring man who spends $16 for 
beer and whisky spends $30 with the 
United Railways, the report shows. It 
is based on an investigation of 1% 
families in St. Louis. Account books 
were supplied for these families, und 
they put down in them all the money 
they spent for a year. The books were 
turned in nearly a year ago, and the 
time since then has been spent in com- 
piling facts from them. 

With only $12 a year for amusements, 
the average family must spend $274 for 
food and $186 for rent, the report says. 
Some are forced to keep within a limit 
of 20 cents a day for food. The family 
deficit at the end of the year ranges 
from $1 to $12, where the income is $600 
or less, 

Called a “Rubberneck Charity.” 

John M. Glenn, director of the Sage 
Foundation Fund, made the report pub- 
lic late Friday. Prof. J. T. Riley, in 
charge of the School of Social Econ- 
omy, directed the women who gathered 
the figures. Mr. A. .% Smith, Mrs. J. 
S. Anderson and Miss Frances K.: Mc- 
Namara distributed the account books 
and collected them. The Sage Founda- 
tion appropriated $7500 for the work. 
which aroused criticism at first as 
“rubberneck charity.’ Some families re- 
fused ‘to accept the account books. 

Oniy 26 of the families which agreed 
to turn in statements of their expenses 
own their homes. The others rent. Ten 
were in professional service, 20 in do- 
mestic service, 29 in trade or transpor- 
tation and % in manufacturing or me- 
chanieal pursults. ¢ 

The wages of children are an im- 
portant source of income to the labor- 
ing family, according to this report. A 
switchman kept a book which showed 
a yearly income of $1040, to which his 
children contributed $540. Four children 
in a Ghetto family earned $1081, while 
the father earned only $342. 

The report says the foreign-born fam. 
ilies in St. Louis earn a larger average 
income than do the American-born fam- 
ilies, but that as a rule the father con- 
tributes less to the income, the children 
doing the work. Including all classes, 
from the man earning $300 a year to 
him who earns $1600, the average ex 
penditure annually was $756.64, out of an 
average income of $827.42. But when the 
classes earning less than $700 were 


studied, an almost invariable deficit was|
